THE QUESTION OF RACES. 

A paper was recently read before the Asso- 
ciation for the Promotion of Social Science, 
at Glasgow, upon the question of races, by 
the Rev. Dr. Joan P. Taompsonx, one of the 
warmest friends of the colored race of Amer- 
tea, which is attracting very general attention 
in Great Britain. ‘With regard to the present 
condition of the South, Mr. THompson says: 

Much of the ineecurity, the lawlessness, the terror- 
iam that afflict Southern society are inevitable con- 
sequences of the sudden and violent subversion of 
that society as based upon the system of alavery. 
This would have been—must have been—quite apart 
from any question of pace and color. Such evils time 
must remedy; the process is painful, and is likely to 
require a generation for the cure, That the state of 
society in the South is not so bad as is sometimes 
represented is plain from the fact that the production 
of cotton hes now reached four-fifths of its maximam 
before the War; that industry and trade are reviving 
in many parts; that the freodmen eve considerable 
sums in savings beuks; and that not a few planters 
have regained the means of living comfortably at 
home, and of sending their children abroad to be edu- 
cated. a 
His remedy for the trouble at the South be- 
tween the races is not a new ones. Although 
impracticable, it has often been suggested. 
Mr. Tompson thinks that it would have been 
a wise policy and greatly for the advantage of 
the Southern States if a standard of educa. 
tion, intelligence, and character had been fix- 
ed as a qualification for the voter, a standard 
which being attainable by all would be unjust 
to none. Undoubtedly such a ; 

be a blessing, but itis a qualification 
of that ep post facto character which could 
never be carried out. This 
would disfranchise not only a large 
proportion of the blacks who have 
been already voting for eight or ten years, but 
also a large proportion of the whites, per- 
thaps man for man, as the lower class.of the 
white population of the South is notorious 
for its ignorance and illiteracy.

THE SPANISH SUCCESSION.

SIR WALTER RALEICNH’S HOUSE. 

One of the principal objects of interest in the 
seaport town Youghal, in the Cougty of Cork, 
Ireland, is the house, now called Myrtle Grove, 
which was once owned and inhabited by SimWal- 
ter Raleigh. In 1780, the Knight, then 28 years 
of ag, held a Captain's commission in Ireland. 
and, for his gallant services, was rewarded by 
the Crown with a gift of 12,000 acres out of the 
fotfeited lands of the Earl of Desniond. On the 
margin of the undertaker's deed of the confie- 
cated estates, dated 1685, is the following note: 
„Sir Walter Raleigh had these lands by express 
words and warrant in a special letter from Her 
Majesty.” A part of this property consisted of 
the house in Youghal, which is an admirable 
specimen of the Elizanetban style of architec- 
ture, and in an excellent state of préservation.

To the Editor af The Chicaco Tribune: 
New Yorx, Dec. 28,—I notice with regret.that 


preciate the desirability of municipal economy ; 
but Chicago cannot afford to come short of max- 
ing itself insurable, and at moderate rates. The 
publio regard Chicago as an ezira-hazardous city, 
for good reasons. You have had one fire unprec- 
edented in magnitude, and recently another 
disastrous and extensive enough to prove your 
special liability to great fires. , 

Your own statements regarding the inex. 
ciency and imeompetenty of your Fire Depact- 
ment, and your deficiencies as to other protect- 
ive means, were accepted as reliabie, and, on in- 
vestigation, found to beso. It is not strange, 
then, that the great majority of the best insur- 
ance companies took alarm, and threatened to 
withdraw unless reforms were secured which 
would render the further risk of their capita! 
reasonably exemut from extraordinary and 
avoidable peril. The majority of this insurance 
capital remains in Chicago only because these 
reforms, recommended by Gen. „ have 
deen substantially promised. 

Your fiability to great tires has been so disas- 
trously demonstrated, and so generally discuss- 
ed, that it has affected the credit of your city 
and of its business-men. You ae probably un- 
conscious of this fact; but it is a fact, and one 
that can be plainly discerned by any one observ- 
ant of such matters here. 

Your business-men can get all the insurance 
they want, andallthe mercuandwe they want; 
but itis important to them to have the best m- 
surance at moderate rates, aud to be able to buy 
their mercha adise on the best terms. I fear that 
a vast sum bas lately been . for poor inaur- 
ance, and at high rates. y & merchant has 
unconsciously paid a fraction more for mor- 
chandise because his fire-risk was for the first 
time appreciably estimated by tie seller. It in 
easy to pay out premiums to this horde of small 
insurance companies; but it is quite another 
thiog to get anything in return in case of & large 
loss. 

I am in a position to know how Chicago stsads 
as to mercantile. and commercial gedit, and | 
am jealous of her bonor and good behavior, and 
interested deeply in her prosperity. I note with 
caro all that conce:nms ber go vitally. | 

She is in just about this position: Supposing 
one of your very largest mercantile bav- 
ing high \position and A 1 credit, sho be 
burnt out and lose half its capital, aud that this 
fire was epecially disastrous because of insecure 
premises and the want of ordinary means of 
protection, and that, sfter gesting into new 
premises, with a new stock, the house should 
suffer again, losing more of its capital, and 

in it is shown that the house had not used 
all proper precautions, had not been faithful 
to protect iteelf by adequate insurance, proper 
means of raving the stock or for the ex- 
tioguishment of fires: dhe result would be, 
that, while the concern micht possibly be able 
to resupply itsoſt with merenandise, it wonld do so 
at great disadvantage, and be looked upow with 
distrust; the best houses would be indis to 
make it inviting prices, and many would ro- 
fase it credit altogether, The house might 
build new warehouses, and fill them with an 
ample stock; but, in such a position, with 
crippled means and impaired credit, without new 
securities of prudence and safety from further 
losses, bow could it do business successfully? 

Every Chicago merchant is deeply interested 
in removing from his buying facilities all this 
drawback of extra risk of fire which his creditor 
now takes in part; and, though ie Goes not 
mention it, he considers it aa a practical and 
actual drawback upon bis debtor's credit and 
security. 

Chicago is a borrowing city and a large debtor, 
and must be so fora long time. It is of the 
greatest importance that the world snould be 
aseured that such lessons as these terrible fire- 
ht are effectual and not to 
be repeated. It is, therefore, politic to make 
ex mary effort to restore public confidence, 
and fo afford the most ample and sure protection 
to property.* Unless you do this, millions of 
n capital will be called from loan-invest-

THE COUNTY JAIL. 
To the Hutter of The Chicago Tridwne: 

Onrcaco, Jan. 1.—During the past few days 
several scraps have appeared in the various city 
papers, written apparently for the purpose of 
casting discredit on the management of the gen- 
tleroan who superintends the Jail affairs. Any 
one acquainted with the existing state of the Jail 
affairs can easily perceive that the writers bave 
been influenced by party sentiment,” or by 
personal prejudice or malevolence. The state- 
ments which have been made are utterly false in 
many respects, and, even though true, should 
not in any way lead the public to 
form a worse estimate of the character 
and efficiency of the present officers of the 
Jail department than of its former ones. If the 
good will aud respect of the prisoners be a crite- 
rion of thia, it is a fact that can be well substan- 
tiated; nor is it the undue kindness or leniency 
of the officers that have given rise to these feel- 
iogs, for while they are as stern and unyielding, 
aud it may be said even less odbsiderate, than 
the old officers, they manifest such kindness and 
amiability in their dealings with the prisoners 
that they bave succeeded in gaining the respect 
aod esteem of all. I have said that they were 
less considerate, and by this 1 meat that they do 
not * the prisoners the same number of 
privileges which they ly enjoyed. The 
urchase of beer, for instance, been prohib- 

ted, whereas before every prisoner had the 
privilege of sending for it whenever he pleased. 
The former Jailers made money on this busi- 
ness, but Ng mat Bay ges has n the 
prisoners 0 Was ive 
by an 4 , who occasi Saat mene 
by visits t6 the Jail. The drinking and purchase of 
beer in the County Jail is no innovation, and, since 
no abuses result from the practice, there is no 
reason why the unfortumates there confined 
should be deprived of this to them smell luxury. 
regards the food which is served ont to the 
soners, it is acknowl not only to be 
equal but even superior to the food given by the 
former Jailers. truth of all that I have said 
can be easily ascertained by inquiring of anv 
prisoner ever confined in the Jail. It shoald not 
surprise any one, however, if 224 prison- 
ers, confined for different cri 
a few who are utterly incapabl 
the kindness shown them by their keepers.
